The fact that a large sum of money is 
represented on the subscription lists to- 
wards the building fund of the district 
Hospital, but for which no cash is forth- 
coming, is not creditable to those who 
thus appear to have broken faith, And 
it is the more discreditable rs it is well 
known that the gentlemen who are faith- 
fully carrying out the trust reposed in 
them as a Committee of Management, 
commenced and have bo far carried out 
j their labour's on the natural assumption 
that residents would faithfully and cheer- 
fully contribute the amounts they set oppo- 
site their names, For the honour of the 
community it must be B.aid that as a rule 
the money has been promptly handed 
over ; but tho exceptions nevertheless foot 
up an amount without which the Manage- 
ment would he crippled in their endea- 
vours to place the Institution on the satis- 
factory basis avhich it is their desire to do. 
They have entered into obligations on the 
understanding that - a certain sum of 
money would be forthcoming ; and that 
the lists mi,ght bo depended upon as show- 
ing how the receipts would be. They now 
find that the receipts fall short of the re- 
presentations on paper by over £100 — a 
very considerable item when the Govern- 
ment subsidy of equal amount is taken 
into account. We do not for a moment 
doubt that every man who has set Ins 
name to a list intends to pay j hut it is the 
want of promptitude in doing so which is 
complained of. According to the collector, 
ho is put off from day to day with some ex- 
cuse, and this, we are sorry to hear, by per- 
sons who may reasonably be presumed to be 
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ia a position to pay at once. In the outlying 
localities the same action is in many c.iscs 
adopted. The consequence is that at eacli 
meeting the. managers find themselves fur- 
ther' from a position of independence, and 
verynaturally feel sore at being so treated. 
It is mbst desirable that all moneys pro- 
mised in aid of the building fund should 
be paid forthwith, so that on the Hospital 
being opened, the Board, of Management 
may feel themselves in a position to control 
the working of the institution efilclently j 
and it is to assist in attaining this object 
we thus prominently bring the matter for- 
ward, to' the exclusion of other topics. 
We hope it will become unnecessary to 
revert to this matter again; but that next 
meeting of Committee wilh show that 
iBimple carelessness was the cause of non- 
payment, and not an attempt at repu- 
diation.

A meeting of the Coramitteo of Management 
of the above Institution was hold iu the Town 
Hall on Thursday evening, 15th. Present 
— The President (Mr Dawkins), Mssars Tait, 
Starkey, Towan, Solomon, Marsh, T.aylor, 
and Bennett. 

Minutes of previous meating having been 
read, and confirmed, 

Corre-spondence was de.alt with. It com- 
prised letters from Mr and Mrs Thomson, tlio 
appointed wardsman and matron, stating 
their inability to bo in Cromwell before the 
20th inst. From manager Colonial Bunk re- 
garding terms for deposits, &a., and from 
Messrs Mulhoiland and party, offering the 
Committee one inch of water from their race 
for the USB of the Hospital solely, at the rate 
of .£12 per aunnm, 

It was ordered the letter from Colonial 
Bank be acknowledged. 

Respecting Mulhoiland .and parly’s offer, 
considerable discussion took place, .a motion 
by Mr Taylor, seconded by Mr Bennett, being 
nitimately carried— That tho oQ'cr of Alul- 
hoil.and and party bo accepted. 

The result of the public polling h.aving been 
almost unanimously in favour of Jlr Stirling 
as medical officer to the Hospital, it was pro- 
posed by Mr T.ait, seconded by Air Taylor— 
That Di- Stirling be appointed medical officer 
for tho Cromwell District Hi-spltal, st a 
salai'y of £260 per aninim, with per mission 
to practice as per resolution previously passed 
by tho Crnnini tteo ; subject to his signing an 
agreement approved by the management. 

'Messra Dawkins, Marsh, and' Starkey were 
appointed to draw up the agreement. Tho 
various subscription lists were produced by 
the (Secretary, and carofiiliy ex.-imiiied. It 
whs found that m.any had put down their 
names, but had failed to pay the amount up- 
posita them. The various sums represented, 
but not paid, came to over £100. Mr Cnl- 
cloiigh reported that he liad great Aiificnlby 
iu collecting moneys, tlie parties putting off 
payment and making excuses. Numbers 
who wore -*011 able to pay had obliged him 
to call upon lb ora t'wo or throe times. 

A long conversation ensued, during which, 
strong opinions were expressed on tile laxity 
displayed in payment of promised subscrip- 
tions ; and tho Secretary w;is instructed to 
make every effort to got in the money pro- 
mised. 

In reply to ,a question, Mr Taylor, the 
contractor, stated the Hospital building was 
all but ready to hand over to the architect, 
there. being only a little outside plastering to 
do. The inside was ready for occupation, the 
only thing required being shelving and kit- 
chen fittings. 

.A sub-coininittco wasinstructed tn see t’l.at 
tho internal fittings were completed without 
delay. 

It was decided th.at tho President and Mr 
T.aylor wait upon tho race owners, and 
arrange for the host means of hakiug tlie water 
supply from tho race. 

The Secretary was ordered to call for 
tenders for supplies to the Institution for the 
ensuing six months, 

The meeting then adjourned for a fort- 
night. 



CRICKET MATCH, 



CROJtWELTi V. CLYDE. 

The contest between the cricket clubs of 
the above towns, consequent upon a challenge 
from the former, took place on the (3romwtdl 
ground on Friday last. Tho day selected 
turned out beautifully fine— indeed, no better 
weather could h.ave wished for. The attend- 
ance on the ground w;\s throughout the match 
very fair, and the wants of tlm players and 
spoctitors in the sh.apc of moat and drink 
were liberally supplied by host Marsh, of the 
Bridge Hotel, wlio, as usual, acted up to bis 
trade motto of giving “value for money.” 
Considering the hurried aiTangements’in 
getting up tho matoh, a very good wicket was 
pitched, the ground selected being one which, 
with a little attention and care, may be 
made oqu.al to .any np-country ; and it is t(j 
be hoped, now that a new spirit h.as been in- 
fu.snd into onr “ knights of tlio willow,” steps 
will bo taken to preserve and improve it. 
Wickets were to have been pitched ,at 11 a.ni. 
but the tardiness of some Cromwell players 
ill putting iu an appearance mvie twelve the 
hour— a want of pimctnaiity the more inex- 
cusable from tlio fact that the Clyde men were 
on the field sharp at tho hour .appointed. As 
to tho result of tho contest, opinion was 
pretty equally divided, although at one time 
it W. 1 S thought likely to prove a “ moral” for 
Croin’.vcll, as they had been fortiin.ate enough 
to secure an eloycu a'oove tlic ordinary 



average. But as the day of battle drew on, 
a series of unlocked for accidents placed t'vo 
or three reliable players opt of it. During 
practice a day or tivo before, Mr Drury (to 
wliom is due tile cliipf credit in getting up 
the match) mot with a mishap winch disaliloU 
lilm, and from wliicii ho lias not yet re- 
covered ; while Mr Bams, .the crack bowler 
of the team, had two or throe ribs cracked by 
a fall fiTun'hls horse. Mr M'Nab, also above 
the average, had been prostrated, so that, 
altogether, things did not look promising for 
the Cromwellitca. However, the best had to 
be made of tho material available, aud the 
issue showed that (ha Clyde iiiBii liad met 
“fooinen worthy of tiieir steel” even under the 
disadv.TOtages above referred to. Of the 
general play on both sides it uiay be remarked 
that while the fielding ' of tlie Clyde team 
was an iniprovement 011 that of Cromwell, 
tho latter was tho strongest in batting. 
Clyde bad a decided advantage in bowling, 
their captain, Mr Stevens, doing good service 
in this department. Mr Snook directed tho 
Cnimweil eleven, and deserves a word of 
praise for the judicious way ia which he placed 
the field. Also wortliy of special mention is 
tho admiriibie wicket-kee]ung of Mr Mac- 
Kollar, and pretty batting of Messrs Gordon, 
Preslrv.v, and Tobin on tho Cromwoll si.le ; 
in which respect Mr W. Eamos, of the Clyde 
team, also distinguished himself. It had been 
arranged the stumps should be drawn at half- 
past five o’clock, and about an hwir befnro 
that Clyde took tlio wickets for their second 
innings, havimr to obtain 101 to beat their 
opponents. The brothers Barnes made a 
good stand, totting up 30 between to cm ; 
but ultimately they bad to give place, when 
the timber began to fall rapidly, the ap- 
pointed hour arriving after six wickets had 
gone down for 40. The match was nominally 
declared a dra’wn one, alt'nough there is no 
doubt it was in reality a safe victory for 
Crom'vell. We were glad to seo the contest 
was throughout conducted in a most friendly' 
aud fair spirit, no petty wrangling disturbing 
the pleasure of the day’s sport.

WARDEN’S REPORT. 

The report of Mr Warden Stratford, of the 
Arrow district, up to the 31st March, has 
just been published. From it we make the 
following extracts : — 

Cardhona. 

At Cardrona there are about seventy-five Eu- 
ropean miners, one hundred and fifty Chinese, 
and twenty other European adults. At the 
upper part of the . Cardrona Creek there have 
been for years past about fifty miners employed, 
and they will have in the same locality work for 
many years yet. From the township down the 
■creek, towards the Wanaka, the difficulties of 
mining increase, owing to the leads being 
deeper and containing more water. In recogni- 
tion of these obstaclos, special claims, averaging 
from seven to ten acres, have . been granted to 
men who have . expended already, on each of 
their claims, nearly £2000. ^ Pumps are continu- 
ally kept going on all the claims that are being 
worked below the township. . ■ 

At Branch Creek, six miles below the Car. 
drona, being a mining gtilly of eight years’ stand- 
ing, there are about twenty miners, who, having 
large water rights, are doing well.' These men 
evidently anticipate permanent employment, as 
they have built comfortable houses, and fenced 
In gardens tor themselves. I have no doubt 
there would he a greater population In this pl.ace 
if more water conid be brought to beat upon the 
auriferous ground. ■ ■ . : 

Kawakau. 

On the banks of the Kawarau, In the neigh- 
borhood of Gibbston, there are nine or ten p.ar- 
ties of miners sluicing the terraces into the 
river, which is so rookbonnd that the formation 
•and extension of the tail-races is quite a formid- 
■nble undertaking. The average returns I be- 
Tleve to be about £2 10s, per week a man. Tlie 
Cambria water-race works, which cost nearly 
£6000, are at a standstill ; the shareholders, 
baring exhausted all their means, are raising 
funds by working in other places before expend- 
ing more money in cutting up extensive tail- 
races to work the Cambrian grounds. 

The Gentle Annie Creek is bsginning to gain 
attraction as an auriferous jocality, solely 
through the exertions of an enterprising Welsh- 
man, who has succeeded, at a cost of £600, In 
bringing in a water-race around some very rough 
and precipitous country. A special claim of ten 
acres has been granted to him as a reward for 
bis enterprise, which he richly deserves, as he 
will give employment to ten or bwfelve men for 
years hence upon ground which is now proved 
to be very payable for sluicing purposes. 

The Victoria Bridge, which has been erected 
across the Kawarau River since my last report, 
has proved a great boon, not only to the settlers 
but also,to the travelling public, and has given 
fresh impetus to mining in Its neighborhood. 
The rnerit of the building of this bridge belongs 
solely to Mr M’Cormick, the propnetor, who 
projected and carried the work out to its final 
issue. It Is a suspension bridge,' bupg on four- 
teen four-inch wires on each aide of It, and is an 
ornsmental as well as a useful structure.

BANNOCKBURN AND GARRICK RANGE 
MINERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

Tha quarterly meeting of members of the 
above Association was held on April 7, 1876. 
Mr Wm. Buchan, President of the Associa- 
tion, occupied the chair. 

The minutes of previous meeting were 
read and confirmed. 

A letter was read from Mr J. Marshall, 
late Secretary to the Association, complain- 
ing of a paragraph in a letter of the Garrick 
Range correspondent of the ' NoKt/iern Mer- 
■cury, which lately appeared. The said para- 
graph asserts that Mr Marshall, as secretary, 
received a certain letter, but had neglected 
to lay it before the Association ; or, if he 
did so, no notice was taken of it in the pub- 
lished minutes. After some discussion, it 
was proposed by Mr M'Kersie, seconded by 
Mr Moore, and carried, “That the Secretary 
write to Mr Marshall, and state that the 
letter in question was laid before the Com 
mittec, and properly minuted, and likewise 
that in all questions that hjive reference to 
what action the Association may have taken 
in any particular case, they will be guided 
by their minute-book in preference to any 
newspaper correspondent.” 

A letter was read from Mr Buchan to Mr 
Logan, requesting that 100 electoral registra- 
tion forms be sent to the Association. Tho 
forms were received. 

In reference to the circular from tho Cen- 
tral Association, asking for suggestions as to 
Goldfields Rules and Regulations, it was pro- 
posed by Mr Anderson, seconded by Mr 
O’Neill, and carried, “That in the opininn 
of this Association, tlie miner’s right should 
be reduced to lOs., registration fee to one 
shilling, and that a surveyor be only able to 
charge mileage once when surveying more 
than one claim in thg same locality!” 

It was proposed by Mr O’Neill, “That this 
Association get up a petition to the Rrovin- 
cial Council, to be presented at the forth- 
coming session, praying that a commonage 
be granted for this district.” Seconded by 
Mr Stewart, and carried. 

Proposed by Mr M’Kersio : “ That this 
Association present a petition to the Provin- 
cial Council, praying that each adult holding 
a miner’s right may have the privilege of 
running a horse or cow wherever he pitches 
his tent or builds his house on Crown lands.” 
Seconded by Mr Ray, and lost. 

Messrs Moore, Stewart, Anderson, and 
O'Neill were appointed a committee to draw 
up the commonage petition. 

Proposed by Mr Ray, seconded by Mr 
M’Kersie, and carried : “Tliat the bridge 
petition be handed to Mr MacKellar to pre- 
sent to' the Provincial Council, and that Mr 
Hazlett be written to, asking him to act in 
conjunction with Mr MacKellar, and to use 
his influence in trying to got the prayer of 
tho petition acceded to.” 

Proposed by Mr M’Kerslo, seconded by 
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Mr Saltoun, and carried s “ That tho Secre- 
tary write to the Secretary for Public Works, 
asking how it is that a piece of new road work 
done on the Oarriok Range, between tho 
Elizabeth and Star batteries, coat two-thirds 
more than a party offered to do it for, if it 
had been lot by tender.” . 

■The usual vote of thanks to the Chairman 
closed the proceedings, . . 

ARROW DISTRICT MINERS’ ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

(from our own corresponpent.) 

A special meeting of Committee was held 
on Saturday evening, , The resignation of 
the secretary, Mr Thomas Frewen, was re- 
ceived with regret. Mr J. F. Healey was 
appointed in his stead. 

An agricultural leaseholder at Whitechapel 
Flat (Mr P. Korin) having applied to pur- 
chase his lease, it was resolved to oppose the 
same. It was stated that £5000 worth of 
gold had been taken out from ten acres close 
by, and on the same level, while a race sub- 
sidised by Government to the extent of

Mr R. Pritchard, after an illness of a few 
days' duration, is again np and about, Mr 
Murphy, hotelkeeper, is confined to his bed 
by a severe attack uf cold. 

Mr Roakrugo, of the Nugget and Cornish 
reef, Shotover, has arranged for tho conyey- 
anoe of three stamper-boxes from Queens- 
town to the reef. Tho weight of each is 14 
cwt., and the price for carriage of tho three 
is £100. Tho work of raising quartz and 
crashing will be continued for another forl- 
night, when the new machinery will be 
erected. 

The sheep which were removed from the 
commonage are flocking back again. Hun^ 
dreds of them have returned to the' neigh- 
borhood of the Twelve-mile, and the ranger 
will have enough to do if he does his duty. 

A most interesting and valuable paper on 
the superior saving and safety of lithofracteur 
over blasting powder appears in tlie last issue 
of tile Observer. It is from the pen of Mr J. 
A. Miller, and is well worthy the attention 
of your readers. I have visited his mine, 
and can vouch for the rapid progress he Is 
making with tho aid of the newly introduced 
explosive. 

We have no loss than five happy couples 
here on the eve of matrimony. ’This looks 
well for the attractions of the district as a 
field of settlement. , 

A miner at Bracken’s Gully, Peter Bartel, 
had a tether-rope stolen from him by the 
Chinese there, and tried to got the other 
Europeans to join him in driving the China- 
men out of the gully. Tlie otliei-s would not 
do it, although the Chinese are regarded 
there with much disfavour since tho late 
tail-race robbery, 

^ An unusually rich patch h,is been met wltli 
lately in Skipper’s Creek. Two men named 
Hornpastle, uncle and nephew, took up an 
abandoned terrace, which h.ad been very rich, 
and in a few neeks they obtained gold to the 
amount of £2006 each. Tliey are going to 
Seuthland to purchasa land.. Such patches 
as this are rare now-a-days, and oven the 
Chinese, can scarcely make a living in the 
ailuvial, but are taking to thieving.” 

The t.ariff of charges at the Morven Perry 
has been reduced, as the owners have been 
gr.anted a su’osidy of £100 per anr.um from 
the Government. Any improvement in this 
line of route will confer benefit iqion the 
Cromwell district as well as ours, as an in- 
creasing business is going on between tho 
two districts. Wdlo thanking the Govern- 
ment for this concession, I must hope that 
the project of a bridge at Morvcii Ferry will 
be pressed forward tliia session, as the main 
trunk road through the Province cannot bo 
said to bo completed until this bridge is 
erected. However reluctant tho Government 
may be to faco so heavy an expenditure in 
addition to the really liberal votes we are re- 
ceiving, yet, as the interests of the AValcatip 
and Cromwell districts are becoming of vast 
importance to the rest of the Province, it 
would be wise not to neglect them. 

Our local Sohnor Committee, to its dis- 
grace, advocated tlie imposition of the odious 
education tax ; also the Rev. Donald Ross 
on the Queenstown School Committee ad- 
vocated it. His action leads to tho reflection 
that it is most undesirable to have clerieal 
gentlemen dealing authoritatively witli the 
education question, as, if it ft to bo done, 
the Catliolics and other denominations would 
require also to have tlieir representatives on 
School Committees. Mr Boss said he had 
been informed that nine-tenths of tlio School 
Committees in tho province were in favour of 
a tax. Mr Warren, Mr Betts, and Mr Wor- 
thington, however, ably and snccessfnlly ar- 
gued the case against the rev. gentleman. I 
am sure serious trouble in this district would 
result if such a tax were attempted. I since 
learn that the Arrow School Committee in- 
tend to rescind their resolution in reference 
to this question. 

One of our loading business men, Mr 
Paterson, J.P., expresses dissatisfaction be- 
cause the- level of the main street has been 
fixed souse inches liigher than his fine new 
premises, which ■were built in accordance 
with the levels taken by Mr Bews (tato Dis- 
trict Engineer) on behalf of the Corporation. 
The present levels will in.juro Mr Paterson’s 
property, and he may seek legal redress. It 
is much to be regretted that the Corporation 
did not advertise their proposed levels and 
api>oint a day for hearing objections, as tho 
Act reiiuircs, before taking in hand so im- 
portant a work.

London, _ February 19th. 

A Board of . Trade' enquiry baa been held 
at Graresend relative to the burning of the 
Goapatrick. . Mr Denniatfiii Wood ropreaeH' 
ted the Government of New Zealand. Mr 
M ‘Donald, tlie second mate, expressed his 
conviction that the fire originated in the 
boatswain’s locker ; but Mr Smith, the de- 
spatching officer of the New. Zealand Go- 
vernment, 'was equally positive It did not.' 
The official report has not yet been made 
public. 

Some sensation was produced on the 8th 
by a report that the ship Coldstream was off 
Torbay, from St Helena, and had on board 
two more of the survivors from (he Cos])at- 
riok. A large crowd met the ship at Graves- 
end, but there was only a sailor who had 
been in the hospital at St. Helena with the 
three men already rescued. 

The late Surgeon of H.M.S. Dido, on his 
arrival off the Nore by a passenger ship from

Messrs Kirkpatrick, Glendining, and Co., 
Dunedin, were proceeded against the other 
day, under the Employment of Females Act, 
by a mantlemaker, who charged them with 
detaining her at work after the legal hours. 
The case fell through. 

• An influential private company has been 
formed at Invercargill for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a paper-mill and claiming the Go- 
vernment bonus. The raw material ia abun- 
dant in the district. The services of a prac- 
tical manager have been secured, and opera- 
tions will 'be commenced forthwith. 

The generally supposed idea that there are ' 
no snakes in New Zealand appears to be a' 
mistake, as in the Tauranga district lately a i 
party of armed constabulary engaged in saw- 
ing timber came upon a snake between three ' 
and four feet in length. The Bay of Plenty 
Times says this description of snake is occa^- 
sionally to be met with in the North. 

A terrible accident occurred at Nelson last 
week, whereby two men, named Downes and 
Kelly, were killed.

Last week, Lumb, Revenue Officer, endea- 
vored to obtain convictions against three 
Dunedin publicans, under the Adulteration 
of Food Act, for selling deleterious liquors 
on, tho racecourse. Professor Black proved 
th.at one of the samples submitted to his 
examination contained about forty grains of 
copper to the gallon, and a quantity of sul- 
phuric acid : while all were adulterated with 
sulphuric acid iu marked quantities. Through 
a flaw in the Act, the cases were dismissed, 

A sad and fatal accident befel a fine young 
man, named William Styles, at Broad Bay, 
Port Ch.almers, on 14th inst. While endea- 
voring to rescue a calf which had fallen down 
an unused well, he became overpowered by 
the noxious vapors, and let go his hold of the 
rope to which he was attached and fell into the 
water. The calf got on top of him, and he 
was smothered. A youth n.araed Christie 
endeavored to descend to his assisfiince, but 
found the viipors arising from the well to be 
so powerful that he was compelled to desist. 

At Auckland, on the 10th inst., an inquest 
was held on the body of the infant of a la- 
bourer named Barton, whose wife, the mother 
of the child, has been mentally afflicted for 
the last twelve years. In a state of restless- 
ness, she turned her sister-in-law out of 
doors, using strange menaces and threats. A 
short time after, within the space of an hour, 
Barton’s little girl, who had been plaving 
with other children, came in doors, and found 
her mother in bed, with a. uewly-hora dead 
baby on the floor. _ , 

Tho death of a Miss Nixon, a young l.vly 
aged nineteen, from excessive dancing is re- 
ported from Onehunga, Auckland. Some 
weeks ago her health was impaired by the 
infl nonces of a ball-room and the night air, 
and she was pro.sU'aled in consequence. She 
attended the Hibernian Ball in the One- 
hunga hall on the 22nd nit., although she 
had not sufficiently recovered, and injudi- 
ciously danced through the hours of the 
night until nature gave way, and she s.ank 
completely exhausted, was conveyed to the 
residence of her parents in a critical state, 
and received the best medical advice, but 
gradually sank until she died. 

Lnrline’s perform.ances at the Anstralian 
Jockey Club meeting were of the first order. 
She ran third in the Sydney Cup, carrying 
9st, and was only a length and a half frotu 
the winner at the finish. The time, 3inin. 
36seo. — though the Atistralasian gives it as 
3min. 35sec. — was the best ever made for 
this Cup, the shortest hitherto being The 
Prophet’s, in 1872, who did the distance in 
3min. 36Jsoc., carrying only 6st 101b. Lnr- 
line on the third day won the All-aged 
Stakes, beating Llama, Redwood (Mr Do 
Mestro’s two-year old colt by the New Zea- 
land horse. Manuka, out of Spring Blossom), 
and Kingsborongh ; but it will be noticed 
that the last-named bolted and ran two and 
a half miles before the race was run. On 
the fourth day, tho New Zealand mare ran a 
grand race tor the A. J.C. Plate, of 200 sovs., 
winning this, a three-mile race, in 6min. 
45sec., and beating easily three of the best 
horses in An.stralia,— the" Diver, Melbourne, 
and Goldsborongh. The time is the same ns 
the Barb’s in 1868 (when lie was disqualified 
for not carrying proper weight), and as Dag- 
worth’s in 1874 ; and was only excelled once, 
by Hamlet, who won the race in 1872 in 
fimin.

Cultivation of Hair. 

Interesting news is to hand from Califor- 
nia. The San Francisco Btdktin says : — 
“ An establishment for tho ‘ repair’ of human 
hair has been started by a hairdresser in 
Rampart-street, New Orleans, Louisiana. 
The proprietor does not boast that he can re- 
store hair which him gone, but he simply 
offers to plant a new crop. Hair, he says, 
being a'Vegetable, can be planted anywhere, 
'and, if tbe .soil is fruitful, will grow luxu- 
riantly. ( The operation, however, of grafting 
hair is rather painful. It is necessary to sew 
the new hair into the head with needles. 
The most astonishing results are, it is stated, 
produced by this system of hair-planting. 
Any colored hair may be grafted on any- 
body’s head. Brunettes may have red, 
blonde’s black hair ; old persons black, and 
young grey hair ; or a person may if he likes 
: have his head ‘ terraced,’ that is, laid out ia 
patches of various colored hair,— red, white, 
black, or brown— and in almost any sort of 
pattern or design. This style has been 
adopted rather largely in New Orleans, and 
seldom fails to create a profound sensation. 
To those who cannot afford human hair, the 
professor supplies at a reduced rate horse- 
hair, which f is fonnd quite as useful as a 
covering and able to. stand an immense 
amount of wear and tear, with the additional 
advantage that it never requires combing or 
brushing. Many of the colored citizens of 
New Orleans will, it is confidently antici- 
pated, take advantage of the introduction of 
the hair-grafting art into tliatcity to get rid of 
the wool that disfigures their heads and re- 
place it by more becoming locks, thus fitting 
themselves for tho duties of American 
citizens.”

: A Strange Story— Past and. Present, 

(From the Bendiffo Admrtiserf Mar. 12.) 

Dnder tho attractive heading of “ Terrible 
Stories,” Mr George Augustus Sala lias fur 
many years past thrilled the English maga- 
zine readers with tales so horrible that tlfey 
have, this being a sensational age, com- 
manded for his productions a sale larf'e and 
unprecedented. Tho story we have to'tell to- 
day crops up, os niost of our tragical ineidents 
do, from circumstances connected with the 
City Police Court. Yesterday a man named 
Williams was brought up on remand, charged 
with the theft of a retorting-tank lid, and as 
no owner could be found, was again re- 
manded till Saturday, to give the police an 
opportunity of tracing the owaer. Strange 
to say, the same day his wife appeai-ed in his 
absence to answer a charge of not having 
complied with the compulsoiy clauses of the 
Education Act. The woman was clean, well- 
ordered to all appearances, and said she was 
poverty-stricken; the man, as he had been 
seen in the dock on his first appearance, was 
a drunken, dirty, dissipated sot. To Hit the 
' veil from their past histories may prove in- 
structive, if it do not prove edifyirjg. Wil- 
liams in 1856 was employed by the late Mr 
Ballerstedt as a miner, at a wage of £1 per 
day, in the first claim that gentleman held 
on the Victoria Reef — -tlie claim which was, 
indeed, the foundation of his fortune. There 
were two otlier men also in his employ, 
named Roberts and Frost, outlie same terms. 

^ Through some means never clearly explained, 
the throe — Roberts, Frost, and Williams— 
became possessed of the knny'ledge that Mr 
Ballersitedt, instead of holding twelve miners’ 
rights, the mmiber of 12ft claims ho had 
taken up, held p 'sitively only ten. There- 
upori the three lumped 24ft at the north end 
of his claim. I he case was heard in the law ■ 
courts, and verdicts' given against Mr Baller- 
stedt. Prom tlmt piece of ground, in leas 
than twelve months, the jumpers netted, it 
is generally believed, over £30,000, bnt ns 
after their first cruslitng they erected a small 
machine of their own, and kept their doings 
quiet, little was really known of the extent 
of their gains. With the peculiar madness 
of tJie time the partners rushed into the 
wildest dissipation. The first thing done 
was to get wives, and they all married wo- 
men who, if not in good positions iimnetarily, 
were in decent positions. At ea-ch weddiii" 
tliei-c were congregations of person,? of every'' 
'S'li-t and deseriptioii, and the hillside was 
ablaze with bonfires, and tbe valley of tlie 
happy family ran with nmi and brandy. 
Time passed on, and Roberts got into anotlier 
golilen claim lower down tbe reef, out of 
which he came with £20,000 at least to hia 
credit. Uis story may be soon told. Ho 
took his 'wife to Melbourne, bought some 
property there, and hilled her by his conduct 
in six months. Bit by bit his possessions 
went from him, and three years ago he was 
engaged fts a shoeblack in Bonrke-strect., 
Frost took his money home to Ireland, v hero 
he bought a farm, but did not settle on it for 
: long, his career ending in a workhouse, where 
he is believed to have died unknown and 
nncared for. The third partner in the act of 
dishonesty which many believed robbed Mr 
Baldcrstcdt of nearly £80,000, as vre have 
said, appeared at the Police Court, yesterday 
innming as a broken, hardened man— such a 
sight to these who had known him in the 
first flush of his youth as to revolt the soul, 
and cause a person to ask one's-self if indeed 
tho gold demon had wi'onght for the fair 
colony of Yictoria an mimixed good. There 
is something piteous in tlie wife’s appeal to 
the Bench — “ I had a briglit time for tho 
first ye.ar of my married life ; but it faded 
quickly, and my husband is a ennfirraed, 
hopeless drunkard,” What wonder that the 
poor woman shed tears of bitter saltiiess, and 
that she declared it wa.s impossible for her to 
send her children to school, for, young as 
they were, she needed them to aid Jier in 
8npp.-uting herself. Such a diapter of a ter- 
rible story has possibly, in the range of facts, 
no parallel in the world.
